weakened as they were by Insufficlent
nourishment, they had become unable
to withstand the onslaught of diseaso

poor litile things born there during
that period came to life so week and
recelved such poor sustenance that
nearly every one of them died in in-
fancy.

“At the beginning of November,

1870, there oceurred a lull in the fight-
fng. The neutral powers of Europe
had secured Germany’'s consent {o an
armistice as a preliminary to the
opening of negoliations for peace. The
French government thereupon put for-
ward a very moderate and reasonable
request, that while the armistice last-
ed & small amount of food should be
allowed to enter the besleged city, so
that If negotiations failed it should
not find itself in worse condition than
at the time of thelr Inception. This
was flatly refused by Germany and
fighting was resumed.
“During the whole period of the
slege, which. lasted 132 days, the
French lines were not once attacked
by the Germans, who relled solely
upon starvation for the reduction of
the French capital.”
